MEMORANDUM  OF  ALTERATION  of  the  title  of  the  said  Patent  proposed 
to  be  entered  by  John  Melville  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Patents  of 
England,  pursuant  to  an  Act  passed  in  the  5th  &  6tli  year  of  His  late 
10  Majesty’s  reign,  entituled  “An  Act  to  amend  the  Laws  touching  Letters 
“  Patent  for  Inventions.” 

I,  the  said  John  Melville,  am  advised  and  believe  that  I  cannot  specify  my 
Invention  under  the  present  title  of  my  said  Patent,  because  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  present  title  of  my  said  Patent  I  stated  that  my  improvements  were  in 
15  the  application  of  steam  or  other  power  to  navigation,  that  is,  in  the  moving 
power,  whereas,  in  fact,  my  improvements  are  not  in  the  moving  power,  but 
in  the  motion,  that  is,  in  propelling.  I  therefore  alter  the  title  from  “  Improve- 
“  ments  in  the  Generation  of  Steam,  and  on  the  Application  of  Steam  or 
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Melville  s  Improvements  in  the  Generation  of  Steam ,  <SfC. 

“  other  Power  to  Navigation,”  to  iC  Improvements  in  the  Generation  of 
“  Steam,  and  in  propelling  Vessels  by  Steam  or  other  Power.”
